— AH doubt 
thut Insanity will la* tin* principal tie- 
fetise of Hurry Tliaw was removed 
when Lawyer Delnuts for the tlrst 
time asked tab's men “Have you any 
prejudice against tin* d«*fense of in- 
sanity?’' . Talesmen were asktsl if 
they knew what insunlty was. 

Two Jurors Excused. 

The drat big surprise of titne trial 
of Harry K. Thiaw canto today, when 
Justice Fitzgerald, on the motion of 
District Attorney Jerome and with 
the consent of the attorneys for the 
man accused for the murder of Stan- 
ford White, aunouncotl that two of 
the jurors selected in the early days 
of the proceedings would be excused 
from further service, 

“Without any rellectton on the 
jurymen whatsoever,” said the pre- 
siding judge, “Jurors Noe. 4 and C 
will be excused." 

The men In question were Arthur 
S. Campbell, a superintendent of tel- 
ephone construction, and Harold It. 
Fairs, a printer and publisher of a 
pamphlet circular In Wall 1 street. 

When the excused juorors left the 
court room they were besieged by 
questioners. Mr. Falre created a 
mild sensation In the corridors when 
he asserted with poalliveness that he 
was uteri y in Ignorance of any reason 
why he should he asked to step down. 

'Mr. Campbell, the second of the 
excused Jurors, declared he "had too 
much respect for the court to give an 
Interview." 

Justice Fitzgerald announced today 
he would' permit no more sketching 
of the principals. Harry C. Brealy, 
advertising agent, was selected us the 
tenth juror. He takes the place of 
Harold Falre, excused yesterday. 

Justice Fitzgerald has ordered a 
new panel of 100 men to report to- 
morrow. Two Jurors remained to be 
chosen when court recessed at 1 
o'clock. 

Jack Hnrrynmro Witness. 

An interested spectator of the af- 
ternoon proceedings was "Jack" Bar- 
rymore, the actor. He came to the 
court room with Detective Flood, of 
the district attorney's office and it 
can bo stated that under certain cir- 
cumstances he will he a witness for 
the prosescution. Barrymore was very 
well acquainted with Evelyn Nesbit 
nt the time Stanford White made her 
acquaintance and is fnmillar with the 
circumstances under which the archi- 
tect came to know the chorus girl. 
Should any attempt be made on the 
part of the defense to introduce tes- 
timony regarding White's acquaint- 
ance with Ev<*lyn NeBblt that would 
tend to blacken the late architect’s 
memory It is believed that the actor 
will be put on the stand as a wit- 
ness in rebuttal. 

Mr. Barrymore and the detective 
sat well back In the court room be- 
side the aisle that led to the main 
entrance. After court had adjourned 
the pair kept their seats until the 
court room was pretty nearly empty 



and a casual observer would have 
been justified In inferring that It was 
desired that the Thaw party and the 
connsel for the defense should know 
that the actor was present. 

To Evelyn Nesbit Thaw Jack Bar- 
| rymore was an apparition and a me- 
nace — a warning and a threat. 

In the days of her prosperity the 
Great White Way knew Jack and 
[Evelyn as sweethearts. She had not 
iThaw then. Barrymore and White 
(were friends, and the three met fre- 
quently at the mad, glad revels of the 
roysterers. 

Barrymore passed out of her life 
as Harry Kendall Thaw entered It 
and she knew him no more until to- 
day. What he knew is a secret which 
they share now with one another — 
District Attorney Jerome, locked In 
whose safe Is a sworn statement 
which Barrymore has entrusted to 
Jerome’s keeping — to he used If nec- 
essary. 

Secret Gnaws at Heart. 

And that is the tragedy of it. For 
the mission of Barrymore Is one of 
waiting. His advent today was to 
warn Evelyn Nesbit that he is at 
hand and she must sit In the court 
room knowing his presence, with 
their secret, whatever It may be, 
gnawing at her henrt. 

She alone knows what he can tell 
— she alone knows what of truth 
there may be in the story which she 
will tell — he and the district attor- 
ney. Will he take the stand? He will 
wait for Evelyn Nesbit Thaw to tes- 
tify. Then will he take the stand? 
Still he will wait and note what tes- 
timony Evelyn Nesbit Thaw gives. 

Jack Barrymore’s part In the trag- 
edy waits on Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, up- 
on whose lips may hang the fate of 
her husband. And he sits and waits 
In the trial chamber, while Jerome 
bolds the written statement in his 
possession and Evelyn Thaw halts on 
the brink of the chasm with grief 
and despair In her heart.

Restrictions on Apportionment o 
Lund Removed. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 30. — One 
of the most important provisions ad- 
ded to the Indian appropriation bill 
by the senate committee on Indian 
affairs, reported today, says thut af- 
ter July 1, 1907, all restrictions up- 
on leasing Indian lands shall be re- 
moved. This is proposed to take the 
place of the existing law which pro- 
hibits Indians from selling or mort- 
gaging any lands allotted to them 
for a period of 25 years.

Party of Six Thrown From 
Wrecked Skiff 



Given l T p for Lost But Hold to Float- 
ing Cakes and Finally Reach 
Shore. 



WOMAN WITH BABY IN PARTY 



After battling for hours amid 
whirling, grinding, oakea of ice, with 
nothing but. drift k'e to support them . 
Jim Sogy, Mrs. Ida Landoe and 
child, with two male and one female 
comitanion, were saved from a wa- 
tery grave In the Mississippi river. 
Monday night. When they had been 
absent for hours the report of drown- 
ing was spread- and all' hope for their 
safety was given up. On their re- 
porting at Klekllffe last night a nar- 
rative of one of the most exciting of 
flood experiences in history was eager 
ly furnished anxious listeners. The 
party's escai>e was miraculous, al- 
most Incredl table. 

Bogy and party started in a skiff 
from Fort Jefferson Mo., ei few miles 
below Wickllffe. The current in the 
Mississippi was strong, and) Sogy, 
who was pulling, had a hard time In 
keeping his little craft 'righted. The 
fright of tihe two women caused them 
unusuaj nervousness, and falling to 
keep the boat properly trimmed many 
a narrow escape from the crushing 
loe was made. 

When the little ara.fi. passed the 
middle of the river a large floe of 
Ice was encountered. Sogy tried to 
pull) around it. It came crushing and 
churning down upon him before he 
could escape. Globing In on his boat 
the sides began to crush In, and the 
party was precipitated Into the icy 
waters. 

Clinging desperately to a floating 
piece of timber Mrs. Landoe held her 
.baby above the waiter with her dis- 
engaged arm until Sogy 'Swain to her 
to lake the child. Ice and floating 
driftwood offered support, and by 
hard work the party gradually work- 
ed nearer the Kentucky shore, but 
all tihe time being whirled miles down 
the river with the swift current. 

They landed several miles below 
Fort Jefferson and wandered into tho 
woods, weak and cold. After an 
hour’s search they found a farm 
house where shelter for the night was 
secured. The next morning, after 
thoroughly drying .their clothes, they 
started for Wtckiifto, arriving last 
night. 

Several persons saw the unfortun- 
ate party start and saw the boat dis- 
appear. It was presumed the entire 
party was lost and reixyrts to this ef- 
fect spread rapidly and cauesd a gen- 
eral alarm.

In regard to the notion of tine city 
board of health In directing County 
Health Officer Dr. P. H. Stewart, to 
have a certain dairy yard cleaned up, 
President Rivers, of tho county board, 
does not believe that it comes under 
his Jurisdiction. The county health 
officer can order any barnyard which 
is in such a condition, as a barnyard, 
that it is unsanitary, cleaned up; but 
he has no authority to regulate hive 
milk supply conditions. A bartiyoird 
might be up >to the county board of 
health's regulations as a barnyard, 
and yet be in a condition that would 
be unsanitary for a dairy. He thinks 
that the place mentioned probably I 
no worse than a bumlred barnyard.*- 
in the county and that the city milk 
inspector and health officer should 
look after the conditions as a dairy.

Washington, Jlan. 30. — The senate 
today passed a bill to establish an im- 
migration station In New Orleans. 



With the attitude of the county 
board of health that slaughter hous- 
es shall not be allowed in the county 
outside Paducah and the ultimatum 
of the city board of health that 
slaughter houses must get outside the 
city limits, the butchers of Paducah 
and McCracken are "twixt the devil 
and the deep blue sea ” 

President H. T. Rivers or the 
county hoard of health said that 
slaughter houses would be as objec- 
tionable to the residents of the coun- 
ty as to the residents of the city so 
long as the slaughter houses are op- 
erated as they are In Paducah. In 
cold weather the slaughter houses 
are not so inimical to health, but in 
the summer the flies are attracted in 
thousands and the absence of sani- 
tary sewers from most if not all of 
the slaughter houses, make them 
dangerously unsanitary. 

The up-shot of the situation caus- 
ed by the determined attitude of 
both boards probably will be a cen- 
tral and municipally controlled abat- 
toir where ail cattle slaughtered In 
the city and county will bo brought 
for that, purpose. In that event ade- 
quate inspection can he made under 
present conditions, It Is practically 
impossible for one inspector to in- 
spect all the meat after it Is slaugh- 
tered, and as for inspecting it be- 
fore it is slaughtered, It is out of 
the question.

Regular Order of Business by 
Lower Board, Which Must 
Reconsider Everyone Passed 
hy It in January

Saloonkeepers, who 'have been 
more agitated over the license ques- 
tion in Paducah this month than for 
many a day, will go through the mills 
of the board of councilman again on 
Monday Wight, when the matter will 
come up in tihe regular order of 
business. The lower board passed 
the license once, but a discrepancy in 
the ordinance was afterwards dis- 
covered, and that being remedied . 
the six months' licenses must be in- 
troduced again. The aldermen will 
take them up the Thursday follow- 
ing. This throws the business Into 
February when It should have been 
attended to In January, but that Is 
not tile fault of the saloonkeepers. 

Other licenses must all be paid by 
tome .row night, to avoid the ten per 
rent penalty. A great many people 
have been deferring the paying of li- 
censes until the last moment in or- 
der to have the use of the money as 
long os possible, and as usual many 
of them will forget until they are 
haled before the ordinance court and 
iummurlly dealt with. 

The Library Fund.

Members of tho Dark Tobacco 
Growers’ association and Independ- 
ent tobacco dealers have effected a 
compromise, and all is peace and 
harmony in Lyon and Caldwell coun- 
ties. Every resident in those coun- 
ties may now go to bed with no fear 
of molestation from "night riders”; 
for the loss of his barn, tobacco and 
other property throngs Incendiary, 
(Ires. Final adjustment was effected 
yesterday at Kuttawn, and the news 
will be received with pleasure gener- 
ally. 

Yesterday at Kutlawa the dark to- 
bacco growers’ delegates agreed to 
see that no more lawlessness Is per- 
petrated; that Independent dealers 
are unmolested, and further that the 
writing of anonymous letters, threat- 
ening destruction of property If tho 
receiver does not join the dark grow- 
ers’ forces shall cease. 

Independents and association men 
settled on this same basis in Cald- 
well county two weeks ago, but Lyon 
county seemed to have been the hot 
bed of the trouble and after several 
futile attempts a conference was held 
between representatives of both 
factions. 

"We simply Informed the dark 
growers that If any further lawness- 
ness developed, we would resort to 
the same method, and for every In- 
dependent barn burned, we would 
burn ten association barns,” a well 
known Kuttawa tobacco man stated. 
"This hod the desired effect. They 
realised we could play tho game as 
well as they, and an agreement was 
easily reached yesterday. We now; 
have doing business in our town four 
Arms. They are E. J. O'Brien & 
Co., Paducah; Smith & Anderson, 
Clarksville; A. B. Jarvis, Hender- 
son, and the association. The Dark 
Tobacco Growers’ association and 
barns have tobacco barns In Kutta- 
wa, and the other two arms will load 
at the railroad.’*

New Orleans, LA., Jan. 30. — Si- 
multaneously with the news of seri- 
ous earthquakes in alt parts of the 
w-orld comes the annonnrement that 
the gulf stream, the great ocean riv- 
er. has materially changed Its course 
In the Gulf of Mexico.

$30,000 were spent for cut flowers 
alone. Even this huge sunt is out- 
done by tne florist hill of the Hotel 
Astor, which, by reason of its count- 
less banquets, expends about $60,- 
ooo annually for these fragrant but 
fragile decorations.

It should be borne , 
In mind that the St. Regis Is not, 
the largest of the modern hotels In 
New York, and hence Its commissa- 
riat department la by no means the 
most notable from a financial stand- 
point.
